New York* Jan. 5.--According to tha 
Herald's correspondent at WlUematadt. 
the revolutionists are advancing In three 
columns on Gen. Castro's army. 

A terrible fight occurred on Saturday 
within three miles of the city of 
Caracas, resulting favorably to the re¬ 
volutionists. They are cutting all the 
telegraph lines, tearing up the ratlrooo 
tracks and are hourly expected in the 
immediate neighborhood of the city. 

A condition of extreme panic prevail* 
among those who have heretofore be¬ 
lieved \hat Caatro was invincible. A 
committee of the most prominent dti- 
sena has gone to President Castro and 
made representations to him of how 
hopelessly untenable is his position. But 
be insists on holding on until bis forces 
are defeated in a decisive' battle. It 
seems that this cannot be far distant.

The Assise court was crowded this 
morning when sentence was passed upon 
Walter Lorimer by hfr. Justice Martin. 
The assemblage was not the curious 
crowd which usually gathers upon oc¬ 
casions when the prisoner belongs to the 
class of professional criminals. On the 
contrary there was evidently the great¬ 
est sympathy felt for the prisoner and 
his friends ia this case by almost all pre¬ 
sent. The personal popularity of the 
young man who pleaded guilty tb tho 
crime of stealing and his previous un¬ 
blamable character had evidently tre¬ 
ated a very strong feeling in his favor. 
He was very visibly affected by the cir¬ 
cumstances in which he found himself 
placed, and had difficulty in restraining 
his emotions during the sitting of the 
court. 

With Hls Lordship's pronouncement ot 
the sentence of one year and eight 
months with hard labor the strain uuder 
which the prisoner has been laboring for 
weeks was removed, and with the re¬ 
moval of the uncertainty respecting bio 
sentence he left * the box in apparently 
a daxed condition. Descending the step* 
he fell heavily. Provincial Officer 
Campbell, however, caught him in tima 
to prevent bis falling down the stairs. 

Geo. Jay, his counsel, hi opening the 
case this morning stated lhat an ad¬ 
journment had been asked in order that 
some evidence might be adduced touch¬ 
ing upon the character of the prisoner. 

Col. Gregory, being called, testified 
that for eight years he had known Wal¬ 
ter Lorimer as a member of the Fifth 
Regiment He was as a non-com. of the 
regiment most exemplary in bis char¬ 
acter. He had repeatedly called the at¬ 
tention of other members to him as a 
model in the way of cleanliness. He im¬ 
pressed the witness with being a young 
man who was living a proper life. * 

H. A. Mann gave evidence also to tho 
character of the prisoner, *ho had been 
in his employ at one time. The wit¬ 
ness had been impressed with his exem¬ 
plary character 

R. L. Drury had known Lorimer from 
a boy. His character had been unim¬ 
peachable, and be had placed the great¬ 
est confidence in him. Up tq a few 
weeks ago his confidence in him had not 
been shaken.

The treaty between the United States 
and Great Britain regarding commercial 
relations between the United States and 
Newfoundland follows: 

Article 1. United States fishing ves¬ 
sels entering the waters of Newfound¬ 
land shall beta the privilege of parchas- 
ing herring, caplin, squid and other bait 
fishes at all times, on the same terms 
ami conditions an«l subject to the same 
penalties as Newfoundland vessels. They 
shall also have the privilege of touching 
end trading, buying nud selling fish and 
pH, and procuring supplies la Newfound¬ 
land, conforming to the harbor regula¬ 
tions. but without other charge than the 
payment of such light, harbor and cus¬ 
toms dues as or may be levied on New¬ 
foundland fishing vessels. 

Article 2. Colfiah,. cod oil, seat oil, 
whale oil, unmanufactured whalebone, 
sealskins, herrings, salmon, trout and 
salmon trout, lobsters, cod roes, tongues

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Admiralty Announce at Baring TWt in 
Contemplation—Will Remain 
at Admiral’t Command. 


Information, semi-official in its char* j 
acter, has been received which Indicates j 
that the North Pacific squadron, with j 
headquarters at Esquimait, will be 
placed on a better basis for war pur¬ 
poses than it is believed to be at the pre¬ 
sent time. In doing so the naval authori¬ 
ties are but carrying out, it ia said, a 
general policy agreed upon by the admir¬ 
alty with respect to different fleets of the ; 
navy. v 

It has been contended that some of 
the vessels now composing the Nortn 
Pacific squadron are not such as to be 
of great doe in times of war. This ia 
not urged against this fleet alone, bat is 
held as applicable lo many of the ships 
of the. tevy in different parts of the 
world. These are said to be incapable 
of defending themselves in case ol 
trouble against modern armaments, ana 
would therefore be of no practical use 
for war times. In view of this It has 
been urged that the crews should be 
utilised for manning more modern ves¬ 
sels, thus increasing the efficiency of this 
important branch of the national de¬ 
fences. The admiralty in view of this 
have decided to gradually add to the 
squadrons at many of the stations more 
modern warships. 

A liUlt timf ago It was rumored that 
the North Facific might be reduced from 
an admiral’s station to that of a com¬ 
modore. This report ia also contradicted 
in the information received from Lon¬ 
don. The admiralty are not, it la‘con¬ 
tended, pursuing g policy such as would 
be indicated by a redaction in the status 
of the naval command at Esqnimalt. On 
the otljer hand the authorities look to in¬ 
creasing the number of admirals’ sta-

Address by I>r. Ernest Hall at Meeting 
of the Socialist Farty.

Labor hall waa filled to overflowing 
last evening at the regular meeting of 
the Socialist party, when an instructive 
and interesting address was delivered 
by Dr. Ernest Hall on “Methods or 
Moderates in the Control of the Liquor 
Traffic.” The speaker showed how the 
many social evils surrounding the great 
central evil, drink, could be eliminated by 
restricting the sale of liquor. He out¬ 
lined the method of adopting a system 
of dispensaries whereby all liquor sold 
would be put up in bottles bearing the 
government seal and not conanmed os 
the premises. The speaker declared 
that he waa merely pointing ont an evil 
which existed In society, and which waa 
the cause of many of society's petplexing 
problems. He hekl that the man who 
■pent hia dollar for whiskey alone, waa 
a much poorer aian, physically and mor¬ 
ally. than the man who spent his dollar 
for food, clothing and shelter. He did 
not think That prohibition would aolvs 
the problem, believing that the method 
of dinpen^hries would do away with 
many of the evils existing to-day. Prob¬ 
ably under Socialism such a method 
would obtain. 

At the close of the address questions 
were asked the speaker, after which 
fire-minute speeches were delivered. The 
meeting closed with a hearty vote of 
thanks to the speaker for his able and 
instructive address. 

Next Kunday evening an address will 
be given by W. F. Best on “Socialism in 
Switxerland” with lantern pictures.

The 
docking facilities at present exbting nt 
Esquimait are no more than sufficient to 
accommodate the largest vessels now as¬ 
signed to this headquarters. The rumor¬ 
ed enlargement of the docks dearly indi¬ 
cates that they are to be required for a 
larger class of vessels thin those which 
now comprise the present squadron. 

The strategic importance of Esqui¬ 
mait has always been recognised by the 
military and naval authorities. Its Im¬ 
portance has apparently been forced 
still stronger-upon their Attention, and 
the naval and laud defences are to be 
still ffirther strengthened.

In Sunday’s Colonist Mayor Haywanl 
replied to the letter of Mr. Hanna, pub¬ 
lish«».] in the Times, in regard to the ex¬ 
hibition finances. If the main portion 
of the communication is ns reliable as to 
tbe facts of the case as is the postscript, 
aJl we can say is that it is worthy of the 
writer.

So far as we can trace back the his¬ 
tory of tlie national flag, It appears to 
have come into use ot the period of lao 
Crusades. It was necessary in rhe 
Holy Wars to distinguished the soldiers 
or different nationalities, and the Eng¬ 
lishmen choose to be know by a red 
cross, the 8 t. George’s Cross, on a white 
gronnd. Tills emblem and these colors 
not only appeared on the English b?n- 
iierv but every soldier wore them upon 
his surboat or "Jack” (a term which still 
survives in jacket, l.e., a little jeck, or 
short coot). Here we have the deriva¬ 
tion of \Jnion- Jack, which has puzzled 
so many people of small archaeological 
attainment, and which numbers still per - 1 
sist In believing to be a term owing Its 
origin to tlie name of the king under 
whom tlie'‘union between England and 
Scotland was accomplished.' It is true 
that the French equivalent for James 
b Jacques, but it is equally true that 
Jack in English Is, and alwsyn has been, 
short, not for James, but for John. The
